There are moments in every man’s life, 
be he never so hardened, when he stops to 
consider his moral condition.

Can we imagine a tree that has been 
stunted and bent until it possesses no beauty 
whatever, being suddenly transformed into 
a stately clm? Can we imagine a crippled 
and deformed man transformed into perfect 
physical manhood? To say the spirit | 
when it leaves the body comes under an 
entirely different code of laws from that 
which created and maintained jt in earth 
life is an absurdity.
